Stanford High School the other day. 
It said of him: 

Dr. CoattS* Great Address 

The address of Dr. T. J. Coate.s. 
president of the Eastern Kpntucky 
Normal School at Richmond, hefore 
the graduates of the Stanrord Hijrli 
School at the opera house Wednes- 
day night wa.=; so chock full of good 
things that. \vr regret that wo are 
unable to print it in full. Every 
word of it was good "horse" sense, 
and if the young ladies and gentle- 
men, to whom it was delivered, live 
up to the sufHi^stions and admoni- 
tions given by th'> noted educator, 
they will make their presence felt, 
it matters not where they cast their 
lot, nor what vocation thoy choose 
in the years that are to come. The 
doctor t/»ld of the many advantages 
of edueatiftn, hmv the childicn of 
totlay arc blessed beyond that of the 
generations before th«n, how neces- 
sary an eduf-r.tion is that we may 
enjoy the gotxl things of this life. 
"After securing an education it is 
rocessary to wnik that it may he 
properly enjoyed. It is sin to let our 
tatoits and our accomplishments bo 
idle," said he, adding that every 
igood citizen must ha"e something to 
do, and keep doing it. He did not 
say that, an idle mind i.s tlio (Irvil's 
work shop, but many drew that in- 
ference. He told of the greater pub- 
lic -chool in the United States — way 
up in Minnesota — "where he went 
through a desire to better fit him- 
self for his woik in Kentucky. He 
saw oO young men come from their 
work at the forge, in the factoiies, 
and fi'im other v<.cation::, to the 
class room antl icad Virgil better 
than he had ever heard it anywhere. 
"They had the right idea of things. 
A man who can read Virgil should 
also not only know how to work, but 
work". ;;ai<l the s[>r;iker. Dr. Coates 
was glad to see as many graduates 
as were before him, but wondered 
wliei-e tlio rest of the class is. "Four 
young men and eight young women; 
where are the other four boys? Yes, 
where arc the other 3fi that starterl 
with ther.e? It is the absent ones 
that wp should worry about,*"' said 
he. Hp |>'.id olnnfoni a jiretty 
compliment and wai profuse in his 
pleasing remarks aboift our court- 
house. "I stood at length brf' re it 
tbir. afternoon and felL j)rou»l for 
you people that you have such a 
magnificent 'Tein))!o of Ju.;tice.' The 
work of art is plainly seen in its 
architecture and those gi-aceful col- 
umns remind m" of the noted build- 
ings toUl of in hi.story," said he. At 
the conclusion of his magnificent ad- 
dress, Dr. Coates turned to the 
graduates and for five minutes or 
more plead with them that in all 
thini:.-, tli'-y iv.ak:' men and women 
true to the name < f themselves. He 
hoped they would all go higher in 
etlu'-atiomil lines, but if there were 
any who did not have the gowl for- 
tune to go to college, 'he hoped they 
voulri make the h.\ t of the educa- 
tion already received at the Stanford 
Graded and High School and make 
rc' oi-ds for Ihmesclves that their in- 
structoi-s and friends v.ould be 
proud of. There is little of the or- 
ator about Dr. Coates, but hi.^ ad- 
dress was so interesting and con- 
tained so much food for thought 
that it will be remembered in the 
years that are to come by all who 
heard it.

Leeds, Eng., May 26 — Sir Arthur 
Shirley Benn, who was head of the 
British mission to the Internationa'. 
Trade Confaeaoe at Atlantic City last 
fall, has just told the members of 
the Luncheon Club that he believed 
the United States and Great Britian 
would continue to "pull together". If 
so, he said, he thought they and their 
Allies be aUe to'recQnstitote Europe 
and get back to former conditiiHis of 
trade. 

A great many people had said there 
was no chance of Great Britian and 
United States pulling together, be- 
cause they were too mnch alike— too 
impetuous and aggressive. He did 
not belieive it. ~ He had known 
America since 1877 and had never 
known a better feeling to exist be- 
tween England and America than 
exists today mnoQg the people who 
counted. 

The bulk of the people of the Unit- 
ed States, he declared, had the most 
absolute faith in the lionesty, courage 
and detennination of John Bull. Great 
Britain, he said, owned America a big 
debt, hut the Allies oWed thig coun- 
try a larger one.
